Villagers in Brittany Beat Off At- 


tack of Soldiers from Sis- 


ters Schools. 


BREST. Aug. IS.—The attempt made 


by the iiitliorities today to close the 
sisters' school at Ploudaniel. Folg'oet and 
St.. Meen,. the last \illagcs in Brittany 
where unauthorized schools 
were still 


open is meeting with a determined re- 
sistance. The inhabitants were on guard 
throughout the night and the tocsin was 
sounded when the approach of gendarmes 
and sroops were signalled at nine o'clock 
in the morning. At Ploudaniel. in spite 
of a heavy frill of rain a crowd,number- 
ing several thousand people replied with 
hoots to the summons of the police com- 
missaries, while the ringing of church 
and school bells drowned the voices of 
the 
officials. When an attempt was 


made to force the strongly barricaded 
door it failed, the defenders meanwhile 
crying "Judas!'' and singiug >Breton 
hymns, mingled with chefts.for liberty 
and shouts of "Down with Combes.'1 The 
commissaries tried to .attack the school 
by the garden wall, which they ordered 
the soldiers to breach. This was done in 
the midst of showers.of mud from tho 
defenders who manned the breach, armed 
with clubs and prevented the commis- 
saries from penetrating, into the garden., 
The soldiers attempted to scale the wall 
with the aid of a. pile of faggots, but tho 
defenders deluged the faggots with pe- 
troleum and set them on fire, whereupon 
the commissaries and 
troops drow off 


amidst cheers for liberty and for the sis- 
ters. 


At St. Mccn the sisters were eipclled 


and the school was closed after a. two 
hours' struggle during which a police 
commissary was wounded.

Racine, in all probability, will soon' 


hr.ve a public park where tho masses can 
os-icmblu on holidays and Sundays and 
enjoy themselves. Preliminary steps in 
thi.-i direct ion were liken at a largely 
attended meeting of the Racine Business 
Men's association nrld last evening. Its 
location will be along the river, taking in 
several miles of territory, including the 
Erskine property and the inland proper- 
ty, both of which have becu offered to 
the eity at reasonable figures. 


The session of the association was de- 


voted mostly to the park question Mid 
to hear an address by Mr. Otis W. John- 
son, a gentleman much interested in tho 
park movement. At the meeting were 
President William Kranx, Secretary 0.

There 
is no other way Hint will create good 
feeling like a park: it is a scheme that 
laboring men will take- more interest in 
than anything eUe. We have raised over 
SIOO.OOO" for a hotel and we are proud 
of it; raised $15,000 for a public library;

Order I»u»a by PostniM tor Oenornl Per 


tnlnlhg to the B»x«« TThloli Muit 


Be ITiiod. 


An orucr has been received by Post- 


master H. J. Smith and Congressmar 
Cooper from Postmaster General H. C 
Payne relative to approved boxes for tho 
rural free delivery. 


There are many mutters pertaining to 


the size and dimensions of the boxes 
which may be used and the same is o 
vital importance to all the patrons o 
the rural free delivery routes. 


The first portion of the order pertain; 


to the material, workmanship, size an< 
shape. 


The boxes will -come under the protec 


tion oS that provision of the act mok 
appropriation for the postal service 
the United States for the fiscal year cnc 
in? Juno 30, 1003 (approved April 21 
1002), which reads as follows: 


Whoever shall hereafter willfully o 


maliciously injure, tcf.r down or destro 
any letter box or other rceoptaclo catab 
llshed by order of the postmaster gener 
al or apprpvcd or designated by him fo 
tie receipt' of delivery of mail matter o 
any rural free delivery route, or aha 
break open tho same, or willfully or raa 
licioiwlv injure, deface or destroy an 
mail matter deported therein, or sha 
willfully take or steal such matter from

SHAH OF PERSIA ARRIVES 


Oriental Monarch, Resplendent in 


Blaze of Diamonds, Becomes 


King Edward's Guest 


LCfXDON, Aug. IS.—The shah of Per- 


sia Muzaeffar-Ed-Diri, and his suit who 
arrived at Dover yesterday reached Lon- 
.lon today and took up their residence 
at Marlborough house as guests of King 
Edward. In accordance with the Per- 
sian monarch's express wishes the train 
from Dover only traveled twenty miles 
an hour. He therefore had plenty of 
time to array himself in full state uni- 
form and when ne left the train at Vic- 
toria station, he was resplendent in a 
blaze of 
diamonds. On 
his tarboosh 


(cap) 
a huge diamond stood out like a 


headlight; his epaulettes were adorned 
with large emeralds and his breast was 
covered with jewels of all kinds. The 
"ems worn by the members of the shah's 
suite were only a little less rich than 
those of his majesty. 


The Prince of Wales, Lord Lansdowne, 


the foreign minister, Lord Roberts, th.e 
conimander-in-eliief and the members of 
the Persian legation and others met the 
roval 
traveler at 
the 
station. The 


Prince of Wales and the 
shah 
shook, 


hands and the visitor was introduced to 
the 
prominent persons present. The 


Prince of wales subsequently conducted 
the shah to a royal carriage and they 
drove off escorted by a detachment of 
life guards and followed by other car- 
riages. The route to Marlborongh house 
was lined with troops. The weather wa= 
miserable, so the sight seers were not 
numerous. 


Fire, supposed to have been started by 


tramps, destroyed the lumber yards of 
Levi - Hulbert, located at the village of 
Union Grove, Saturday night, involving 
a loss of from $8,000 to $10,000, upon 
which there was a partial Insurance. 


The lumber yards are located north of

When dis- 
covered the flames had ganed good head- 
way and rapidly spread. The fire de- 
partment turned out and streams were 
played from the artesian well, but it 
was a hot fire. 


Farmers for miles around saw 
the 


blaze and hurried to the Grove and as- 
sisted in fighting the conflagration, form- 
ing pail and water brigades. It was a 
terrific struggle and it was feared that 
many houses and other buildings in the 
vicinity would go up in smoke and the 
furniture was moved from the residence 
of James Hurd and others. 


More than five hundred people, includ- 


ing women and children assisted in the 
work of checking the flames, for it was 
feared that if a strong wind came up 
the village might be in danger of des- 
truction. After hours of work the fire 
was subdued, being confraed\to the lum- 
ber yards. The offices and coal sheds 
were" saved, but all other property con- 
nected was destroyed or damaged. 


There was an unusually large stock 


on hand, in fact much larger than at any 
time of the year. Just how many thou- 
sand feet is not stated, but the loss is 
estimated at not below 33,000. 


The belief prevails that a number of 


tramps seen about the yards, smoking, 
set fire to the lumber.

PARIS, Aug. 10.—The chauffeur of 


the automobile in which .".Mr. and ilrs. 
Charles L. Fair were killed, whose name 
is Brotoy, returned to Paris this morn- 
ing. In an interview with the corres- 
pondent of the 
Associated Press 
he 


threw some further light on the cause 
of the accident, saying: 


"When we left frouville Jlr. Fair was 


suffering from bronchial 
catarrh. He 


coughed frequently on the road and dur- 
ing the fits of coughing his face was 
much 
congested, 
evidently 
producing 


slight dizziness. He had just been cough- 
ing when I noticed that the tire of one 
of the hind wheels was deflated. I real- 
ized the danger and jumping to my fccfc 
and leaning forward I shouted in Mr. 
Pair's 
ear in English: 
'Stop 
quick! 


Tire no good.' Mr. Fair glanced back 
but he did not reply. Apparently he 
tried to stop, but in doing so he must 
have made the wrong steering movement 
as the machine swerved across the road 
and went in a straight line for a tree. 
Mrs. Fair, as she saw the direction the 
automobile was taking, clasped her hus- 
band's shoulders with her arm and with 
a look said plainly 'We are lost/ The 
next moment came the crash and I was 
thrown into a Seld beside the road and 
stunned. When I recovered, which I did 
quickly, I limped to the side of my mas- 
ter and mistress and with the help of the 
chateau gate keeper's wife, extricated 
the bcclie?. from the wreck." 


Asked if either then showed sign? of 


life, Brotey replied: ".Both »efmed to 
be dead, but I was in such a dazed con- 
dition from shock and so affected by the 
ghastly

wounds on the heads of both victims that 
I did not notice whether cither moved 
or not.

IS A LUXURY 


Price Expected to Reach $14 a Ton 


Soon in New York City. 


PRODUCT SELLS FOR 


WHAT IT WILL BRING 


Yards Along the Coal Carrying Kaad 


Empty—Barges Are Xjadea Bnt 


Contents Are Only Drop 


In the Bucket. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1C.—Anthracite at 


$14 a ton is in prospect here according 
to one firm of miners and dealers. This 
is, of course, contingent on a continua- 
tion of the strike for a few weeks more. 
While anthracite, which has been bought 
at $3.50 a ton wholesale is expected to 
be put on the market in a week or so at 
$H and $11.50 a ton, retail, some of the 
dealers have raised the present retail 
price to .$10 a ton. A member of the 
firm mentioned said: 


"All the coal that has been hoarded is 


practically cleaned up and those 
who 


happen to have small stocks on band are 
not parting with it except to favored 
customers. It is impossible to fix a 
price now.. Authracite sells simply for 
what it .will bring. It is a luxury and is 
only bought by people who must have it 
and who have the money to pay for it." 


The representative of another large 


firm said: 


"I went along the line of the Delaware. 


Lackawanna and Western railroad be- 
tween Jersey City and Booneton and 
found al the yards empty. There was 
not even coal dust in them. At other 
places I found barges laden with anthra- 
cite. 
What they carried might seem a 


large quantity to laymen, but it would 
be only a drop in the bucket as far as 
the needs of New York are concerned." 


Presidents of the coal carrying com- 


panies will not 
undertake to predict 


when the strike will be over. They are 
inclined to extend the probable time 
when it will end from September 1 to 
October 1. 


ALL QUIET THIS MORKTN'G.

YENJERABLEJURIST DEAD 


Career of Luther R. Marsh, Also 


Famous Spiritualist, Ended. 


Former tn-w Partner of Daniel Webiter— 


Victim of JSotorlous Dlts De Bar 


Turns Friands Against Him. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 
16.—Luther E 


Marsh, the venerable jurist and famou 
spiritualist, breathed his last at 5:15 p 
m. yesterday at his home in Middletown 
X. Y. Mr: Marsh had been In feeble 
health for the last month, and for the 
last three weeks had taken no solid food 
His death was due to stomach trouble 
and general debility. Half an hour be 
fore the end came 2!>. Marsh lapsed in 
to unconsciousness, breathing- shorter 
and shorter until the heart ceased its 
action. 


The (leatli of ilr. 3Iarsh ends the 


earthly career of one who in his day was 
a distinguished member of the Ne'w York 
bar. He was among the first in his pro 
fession. So great was his fame that Dae 
iel Webster became Ms law partner, af- 
ter leaving Tyler's cabinet, and one o: 
Mr. Marsh's most cherishes possessions 
was the old-fashioned office sign—a Ml 
of black tin, healing Mr. Webster's name 
in gilt. 


By his own' genius Mr. Marsk rose 


from the practice of a country attorney 
to counsellor in great cases involving 
millions and becoming precedents 
in 


American jurisprudence. He was born 
in 1813 in Pompey, 2ST. Y., of gccd Puritan 
stock, his ancestors being among the first 
settlers of Massachusetts. Mr. Marsh 
early won distinction for his skill and 
eloquence in difficult cases. His mastery 
of technicalities attracted the attention 
of the officers of the Erie railway, and 
he became its counsel.. 


He came to >Tew York in 1S41, and was 


soon recognized as a man of power. His 
oration at the opening of the world's fair 
in the new Crystal Palace gave him na- 
tional reputation. He held his high pos- 
ition as a leader of the New York bar 
for fifty-two years. He was ardently de 
voted to building up the city. Among 
his reforms was the abolition of burying 
the dead in the city. 


VICTIM OF DISS DD BAB. 


. In view of 3Ir. Marsh's extraordinary 
accomplishments it is beyond explana 
tion how he became a victim of the no- 
torious Diss De Bar, who not only made 
him believe, but wns presently in pos> 
session of his valuable brown stone res- 
idence in Madison avenue. It was the 
turning point of his life, however, when 
he found his friends uncompromisingly 
against him in his unreasoning accept- 
ance of Diss De Bar's spiritualism. It 
was afterward confessed that the Diss 
De Bar's pictures were as fraudulent as 
the seances that produced jthem. 


Finding himself ostracized.;so to speak, 


Mr. Marsh received an invitation irotu 
Mrs. Huyler, the wife of John Htivler of 
Middletown, X. Y., to visit them and in- 
vestigate her claims of communication 
with the dead. That was twelve years 
ago. Mr. Marsh, discouraged and lonelv, 
accepted and remained there until his 
death.

Such is the strike synopsis of tho sit- 


uation in the anthracite ' field as pub- 
lished in this week's issue of the Mine 
Workers' Journal. The fourteenth week 
of 'the strike has closed and the man- 
-igers declare that the strikers arc 
stronger than when the strike was de- 
clared. 


"The fact that 170,000 men remain on 


strike for that period/ said W. B. Wil- 
son, secretary-treasurer today, "without 
a sign of a break of the ranks is the 
strongest argument that I know of in 
ravor of the justice of their claims. I£ 
even a portion of that number had been 
receiving living wages before the strike 
t would be next to impossible to keep 
them from returning 
to work. While 


:he strikers are being cared for in the 


manner possible there is nothing in 


the -provision which would make a man 
jrefer to live in idleness if it were pos- 
sible for a man to earn a living in the 
mines.'' 


Wilson says there is no fixed rule for 


jie distribution of the money and sup- 
plies which arc provided by the national 
organization. The census bureau says 
:ho average family consists of Sve mcm- 
wrs and on this basis the miners' organ- 
zation is earing for 895,000 men, ivomen 
and children. 


'I don't believe there is any way to 


whip the striking miners unless it is to 
starve them out," Wilson .said. ."And I 
don't see any very grave danger of that 
coming to pass.' 


Large sums arc received daily -by Wil- 


son for the strikers' fund. This is all 
sent to the strike region as rapidly as 
received.

In a Ball. 


Telegrams received in the city state 


that John Bishop, son or* Isaac T. Bish- 
op, a well known young man in this 
:ity, who was born in the town of Som- 
ers, Kenosh.'i county, died at Mishawaka,, 
Ind., as a result of injuries sustained in 
falling from an engine a few weeks ago 
at Green Bay. He had been employed as 
a fireman on the St. Paul road for some 
time past and WBS one of the most trust- 
ed employes of the company. 


John Bishop was thirty-four years of 


age and was born and raised in Somers. 
He has been a railroad man for several 
years and was for a time employed on 
the M. R. & K. cars in this city. 


He gave up this position a year ago 


to become a fireman on the St. Pan! sys- 
tem. He is survived by a wife and two 
children, who are now residing a.t Som- 
ers station. 


The accident which resulted in the 


death of Bishop was one of the most pe- 
culiar ever known to railway men in 
Wisconsin. Six weeks ago an accident 
occurred at Green Bay and when the rail- 
way managers came round to look into 
the accident, Fireman Bishop undertook 
to show the men how the accident had 
occurred. 
In going through the details 


of the mock accident, he lost his balance 
and fell from his engine ,striking on his 
head. He was not thought to be ser- 
iously injured at the time, but his head 
pained him to such an extent that he 
was finally forced to take a vacation and 
he came to his home in Somers to recov- 
er from the effects of the injury. He 
remained at home until two weeks ago, 
when thinking that he had entirely re- 
covered, he returned to his old employ- 
ment and since that time he hnd been 
making regular runs on his engine.

being in charge of L. W. Martin. 


Kearnes is supposed to be a residen 


of Gloucester, Mass., and came to Sa 
cine six days ago. He secured work on 
the new building being erected by 'tin 
J. I. Case Plow works and boarded a 
Isaac Baldwin's house on Sixth,street. 


Yesterday he quit work., secured 
hii 


wages and said that he would leave foi 
Chicago. Rolling up his tools, in com 
pany with Dan Harney, another strang 
er, he started for the Chicago & 3Srorth 
western railway late in the afternoon 
to take the 4:32 train for Chicago. Th 
train was missed and the men deter 
mined to take a freight train standin 
in -the yards. 
Ifc was while walking on 


the tracks and preparing to board this 
train, that the 
switch engine .'backed 


down and struck the man. 


Kearnes wns dragged 
about 
twenty 


five feet. Engineer Martin did not see 
the man, but did see -tha bundle contain 
ing tools, fly in the air. When .the en 
zine was stopped and he Observed that 
he had fatally injured a fellow being, he 
was nearly prostrated. 


Dr. Sorenson, who happened to be 


near by, was summoned and did all thai 
be possibly could for the man, who was 
still alive. Dr. McNitt wns called later 
and made an examination of the injurec 
man.

"This man is supposed to be author- 


ized to collect funds for Republican po- 
litical uses. He says tliat the £2,000 
was used as, a campaign fund prior to 
the convention. The circumstances ac- 
companying the statement be made to 
me leaves no doubt in our mind that he 
told the truth.

General AVinkler is riglit in his asser- 


tion made in his last letter to General 
Bryant that something else is necessary 
besides the dictum of party machinery 
to bring about desired 
reforms. 
This 


necessity is the inherent value of the re- 
form demanded. Reforms must he mer- 
itorious, says the genera]. "A measure 
of reform eannot rest on party resolu- 
lions alone." As he says. "Resolutions 
Bay be the result of skillful and organ- 
ized agitation. 
The discussions 
of 
a 


campaign of agitation are not in their 
nature calculated to load to the critical 
analysis or close investigation. This is 
especially true when the subject is com- 
plicated, when a law of much desired 
machinery is required to carry it into ef- 
fect." Thus continues the argument of 
General Winklcr, "The real merits of 
the measure, of its ability to accomplish 
what is hoped for without entailing new 
evils which may be greater than the old, 
must be studdied where a closer exam- 
ination car. be given than is possible at 
hustings or on the stump." 


Thus a law must stand upon its own 


merits, for when passed, says the gener- 
al, "The new law mu=t stand upon its 
merit, n-ot upon the fact that it was 
passed in accordance with, a platform be- 
hest. The latter may have helped its 
passage, the former alone can justify its 
existence." The anti pass law is cited 
as such an instance as a reform so com- 
mending itself to the better moral na- 
ture oi men in all political parties, that 
it was approved of by tha public because 
of its intrinsic merits. This law enacted 
a most obvious, a pimple and1 moral prin- 
ciple. The legislator, says the general., 
is compelled it he "would be in attune 
with his conscience to observe the obliga- 
tions resting upon him. He cannot do 
this, thus discharge "himself of the du- 
lies of personal study and scrutiny and 
the exercise of mature judgment by sim- 
ply saying it is recommended, or demand- 
ed, if you please, by the platform of his 
party." 


It is true this party agitation and 


these-party resolutions may call alien 
tion to a subject, but all this cannot and 
does not absolve the conscientious legis- 
lator from the high responsibilities of his 
office. He is only accountable to 
his 


constituents. 


General Winkler by no means places 


himself on record against any plank in 
the platform, he does nothing of the sort 
Oiut he does manfully and patriotically 
set frrth the plain duty of every Eepub- 
]ican. He sets high the duty of a legis- 
lator, far higher than has been sought to 
do by the strenuous insistence certain 
matters must be done precisely so and so 
leaving nothing for the legislator to do 
except register the pleasure of others 
Thus, if contemplated new meaaures are 
untried, if of ranch detail, and interfer 
rence occurs with the freedom of volun- 
tary organizations to control the man- 
agement of their own affairs, and ii BO 
radical in the changes sought to he made 
then it "behooves that freedom of vol- 
untary organizations 
and 
scrutinizing 


care. It is only done by a patient hear 
ing. a calm consideration o! all the con 
ilicting views," says the genera!. "I do 
mot say that platform resolutions shai' 
be capriciously disregarded. I do con 
tend that they are not conclusive, least 
of alt for the enactment of a very com 
plicated law. The measure 
of 
reform 


must establish its title to recognition 
on the score of reason. It cannot res' 
011 the mere potency of whip and spur.1 


General Winkler" would yield much ti 


harmony within the party and as hi 
says in closing, he speaks in no spirit o 
hostility, ".Essentials to harmony are 
equality and justice to all elements, fo:

The Wisconsin bankers in session at 


Milwaukee placed themselves on record 
as to contemplated financial legislation 
by congress. 
Their resolutions express- 


ng their satisfaction with the gold stan- 
dard and that the present prosperity and 
excellence of our'financial institutions 
5 attributed to this gold standard, is 
sound. They expressed an approval of 
;he. present system of currency and of 
:-he source of supply, 
the 
government. 


As to any necessary changes and modifi- 
cations in the future, all such should he 
made in a conservative spirit and "only 
when their wisdom is apparent and the 
necessity obvious." 


With such a 'body of conservative and 


ntolligent men it coxald not have been 
otherwise that an expression should 
lave been reached against the 
contem- 


ilated asset bank 
plan by which '.the 


government goes out 
of the 
currency 


business and the banks .ire permitted to 
ssue their own notes upon 
conditions 


;hat appertained in the old state bank 
•>lan previous to the war of the rebel- 
ion. 
Those were the days when the 


notes of some state banks were compar- 
atively safe, while in other states red 
•log currency was no sooner taken, than 
shoved out again at the earliest possible 
moment. Xo man, when, he went to de- 
posit money in a bank, could tell the 
amount the cashier would credit him 
with, for what with 'bogus money, failed 
banks, banks with discounts ever vary- 
ing on their currency, no man over 
really knew what he had. or bank either 
for that matter. 


Even though the F.iwler bill proposes 


the government shall collect a sma.ll tax 
from each, bank and thus ensure the cur- 
rency, yet financiers realize how this 
would work, and even if working right, 
the system of bank asset currency would 
beyond a peradventure place 
the cur- 


rency of the country wholly witMn the 
control of the corporations who -today 
wield such imense power over the peo- 
ple. 
What such control would be with 


the power of having all the branch banks 
desired, of the complete control of 
the 


issuance of currency, is understood fully 
by our Wisconsin bankers to be grave 
with menace. 


The convention did not close its reso- 


lutions without the condemning of 
the 


pernicious Fowler till, introduced into 
the last congress. In these last two 
items of the resolutions is expressed 
a 


whole world of meaning: 


""Resolved, That we are opposed to the 


Fowler hill nnd all legislation tending to 
the substitution of branch banks for our 
present independent system of banking, 
and our representatives in congress are 
urged to oppose such proposed legisla- 
tion. 


"Besolvecl. That we are 
opposed to 


any law tending toward the substitution 
of asset currency for the present na- 
tional bank circulation." 


As Wisconsin gallantly fought in, the 


old days the battle for sound money and 
a hand of courageous men. led by such 
men ns the late Horace Bublee, the late 
Hon. Robert H. Baker, the Hon. John 
Johnston of Milwaukee, and other ever

RAI-UIOADS FORBID KISSISG. 
Another eastern railroad, reported to 


to be the New York Centra?, will issue 
orders absolutely forbidding kissing in 
any of the depots of their roads, in mod- 
ern terms, called train sheds. People 
may kiss each other in the waiting 
rooms, in iho car itself or on the streets 
adjacent to the depot, but they shall 
not osculate in the depots or upon, the 
ear platforms. 
This follows, it is said, 


the orders of the Pennsylvania road on 
this matter, though the 
Pennsylvania 


did not attempt to introdtice the n^w or- 
der west of the mountains. The reason 
for this is ascribed to the intelligence of 
the western passenger agenfs of that 
road, who simply declared they wouldn't 
have any such nonsense on their divis- 
ions and" plainly told the eastern mag- 
nates that if people wanted to kiss each 
other in the train sheds or any place on 
the company's property, anywhere where 
they had control, 'they could do so. 


But should these roads attempt to 


make arrests of people who refuse 
to 


accept any siich impudent, orders they 
certainly can not continue longer to thus 
insult American citizens. Juries who 
would convict would beyond question be 
socially boycotted out of every city and 
town and the judges would of course be 
retired in the first 
ensuing 
election.

THE PARK AGITATION. 


President Kranz stated to the meeting 


that the chief topic to come before the 
body was a public park. All agreed that 
something should be done. Mr. Otis W. 
Johnson was present and he would ad- 


• dress them, but before calling upon him 
the secretory would read a letter from 
H. E. Miles, bearing upon the question. 


The letter is as follows: 


Ractne. Wis. Aug. 13, 1902. 


Mr. 0. F. Botsford, Sec'y Racine Bus- 


iness Men's Association, Racine, Wis. 
Dear Sir:—As I will be out of the city 
tomorrow evening and am much inter- 
ested in the park project, allow me to 
add my plea that steps be taken as soon 
as possible to develop a park system. 


Last year I proposed to th? mayor that 


if the citizens would purchase the Rivcr- 
iiide park, then under consideration. I 
would expend so much of $1.000 as might 
be required to procure plans from the 
best landscape architects obtainable for 
the beautifying of the park, the plans 
being so far-reaching and complete that 
every dollar expended at any time would 
count forever toward the completion of 
a perfect system of roads, bridges, wat- 
erwavs. entrances, etc. 


I was not allowed to do this at that 


time, and so used the funds in other 
wavs. I still fcei now is the appointed 
time to secure large areas for parks, aud 
that unless secured now, they will be 
opened up for buildings, prices will be 
greatly enhanced, and much of the space 
that now can be secured will be lost to 
the public forever. 
i 


When-I came to Racine eighteen years 


a^o our-East park was rather unattrac- 
tive', while West park was a hideous, un 
tidy place", without beauty in its trees 
or comfort in its walks. These parks 
are 
now among Racine's chief 
attrac 


tions. We should secure many single 
blocks of land scattered about the citj 
in places now unattractive, as between 
the Junction and LaKeside, out near th 
Lincoln school, or some stretches alon; 
the lake shore. The should be bought 
now at a very low price, as when taken 
'from large tracts, they would increase 
the value of the adjacent land by as 
much as the park blocks are now worth, 
and when our city comes to be twice its 
present population, these cheap and ill- 
looking parks will be as helpful to the 
health, happiness and beauty of the city 
as the prese-nt parks now are.

SPEAKS. 


Mr. Otis W. Johnson was introduced 


'by the president and was received with 
applause. Mr. Johnson explained that 
it was not his intention to.make a speech 
and he wns very sorry that those ex- 
pecting it would'be disappointed, for hi 


his memory served 
him right. From 


1SPO to 1000 it increased 38 per cent. He 
said that the place was rapidly growing 
and that we would soon have a popula- 
tion of 40,000 people. 


Mr. Johnson further said that Racine 


was a large manufacturing city and that 
we produce $12,000,000 worth of goods 
annually; employ over 5,000 men and 1, 
000 women, still there was not a park in 
the city where laboring men can assem- 
ble on Sunday?, for recreation and di- 
version. Wealthy men always find plen- 
ty of recreation and enjoyment, but the 
laboring inen ore obliged to find amuse- 
ment at the saloon and theatre, unless 
there is a park. 


They have no place to take their fam- 


ilies unless we give it to them. There 
is no other way that will create good 
feeling like a park; it is a scheme that 
laboring men will take- more interest in 
than anything else. We have raised over 
$100,000 for a hotel and we are proud 
of it; raised $15,000 for a public library; 
but it strikes me that of the three things 
a park will be the one to give the most 
satisiaction and I am anxious to pro 
mote it. 


Mr. Johnson presented 
a map and 


pointed out his idea of a park runnin^ 
along the river from the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway bridge to the 
Rapid?., with roadways, boulevards, arti- 
ficial water, boating, play grounds, etc., 
suggesting the purchase of the Erskine 
property and the island property and 
more if necessary. 


He said: 
"There is nothing that 


would improve and beautify the locality 
more." The cemetery land, owned by 
•the city, could not all be iised for ceme- 
tery purposes and a portion on the hill 


m»4e no. attempt *t it. 


Ha believed if the association would 


take lip the park matter and appoint a 
committee more could be done collective- 
ly than single. In Racine there is a 
population of 32,000 people, he said, if 


side could be donated for the park. In 
this scheme the Erskine property should 
be bought. The park should have a 
grove. He did not know what the 
Erskine property could be secured for 
now. 
The island property was 
offered 


$5,000. At this point a dam could 


be j>ut in and a fine stream be made to 
•un through the park, changing the 
course a little, and give excellent boat- 
ng. His idea was to locate the park in 
the center of a large community. The 
advantages, beauty of drives, etc., were 
pointed out, and the locality was better 
Lhan any other. 


Mr. Johnson further said that a land- 


scape artist had been over the ground 
with himself and Mr. Janes, 
and 
the 


;entleman told them that he did not 
know of a more desirable place. The 
speaker pointed out where there could 
he play grounds. That was the scheme 
he came to present and thought that if 
the Business Men's association would 
take it up, it would go along more rap- 
idly than if he attempted it alone. 


There were other 
schemes to locate 


the park along the lake shore and it 
would be nice to do it, but he did not 
believe it was as good and safe for boat- 
ing as the river. The north side bea,ch 
was mentioned, but it was a long dis- 
tance away. The location he had sug- 
"csted would be the one for the largest 
body of people! On the lake shore there 
were no woods, or drives or walks am 
the river had appeared to him and oth 
ers as the most, 'practicable in the city 
for a park. If it is practicable they 
should get to work immediately. The 
city is growing and this property ma} 
be taken up and undesirable 
buildings 


erected. It would seem too bad to lose 
it, and BOW is the most opportune tim 
to secure it. 


It was the opinion of Mr. Johnson 


that it would be easier to raise $50,000 
or $100,000 for a public park than it hac 
been for a new hotel and he urged tha 
it could be accomplished. 


He quoted figures showing what Mac] 


ison, Wis., had done in the way of col 
lecting money for park purposes. H 
touched upon the population and tha 
they wore in good 
circumstances. H 


believed the working men could he inter 
ested. He knew of nothit.j that woul 
excite pride than to 
promote thi 


scheme. He was greatly interested an 
he only regretted that he did not hav 
more time to devote to the project. H 
would like to see the business men tak 
hold of it and purchase the Erskin 
property -and whole river front to 
th 


Rapids. In such an event there woul 
soon be a summer hotel. At present sun- 
nier guests had no place to attract them 


OTHERS EXPRESS OPINIONS. 


Charles Freeman said that he wa 


much interested in the talk ami ho ha 
Jn mind for years just auch a. Bchem 
Ho urged that the buijiness men tak 
.hold of it, HB bettev«l hundreds woul 
contrtttute'and that the city Bhould 
-its share. The river was the place fo 
the park and he knew of no other pl.i.c 
that could be secured so cheaply. E 
would be glad to do all he could, and b- 


lieved with such a. park there would be

Dr. Sorenson spoke. He sincerely re- 


gretted that the city did not buy the 
Erskine property when it was

some time ago. At that time he had de- 
termined to see what could be done. 
He interviewed wealthy men and the 
impression seemed'to be to visit heaviest 
taxpayers and see if they would be wil- 
ling f.o-pay more taxes so that.the city- 
could raise money for the park.

Dr. Sorenson then pointed out why we 


should have a public park, as follows: 


Play is essential to the healthy devel- 


opment of children. 


They should have a place where they 


could play, comparatively free from dan- 
ger, surrounded by the beauties of na- 
ture. • 


Place in question could be made a safe 


place for bathing, boating and skating. 


It is so located that those who need it 


most could reach it without expense. 


It would be such an orrament to the 


city and cannot hope to 1-e duplicated, 
as nature has done for it what it would 
take man a century to accomplish. 


D. H. Flett said that the scheme out- 


lined by Mr. Johnson had been a hobby 
of his for many years.

NOTHING OF CONSEQUENCE 


REVEALED BY STATEMENT 


Thomp ion Still Subjected to ttoe Torture 


of the Swefttbox System—Makei 


Partial Confession and 


Then Denies It* 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—Milton L. R. Ed- 


wards, one of the former roomers of Mrs. 
Bartholin and a witness who, the police 
think, will prove valuable in clearing up 
the mystery in the murders of Mrs. Bar- 
tholin and Minnie Mitchell, arrived in 
this city early today from Denver and 
at once placed himself in the hands of 
the police. Edwards was exceptionally 
well dressed and in practically no way 
resembled William J. Bartholin who is 
wanted to explain 
the deaths of 


mother and sweetheart. He was frank 
in his statements, showed no signs of 
nervousness and said his action in com- 
ing to Chicago "was entirely voluntary 
To a representative of the Associated 
Press he said: 


"I have been very free to discuss the 


little I know about this case, and 1 
think I have told about everything that 
is materially of value. I am now in the time, 
hands of Chief O'Neill and the police 
have paid my expenses here I feel that . 
hardly should say more. I barely know 
Thompson and have spoken to him only 
three or four times. I never was n. doc- 
tor or a hypnotist and could not possi- 


• bly have put Thompson under any influ- 


ence as he irrationally stated. I have 
already said that I thought things were 
queer at the Bartholin home and that is 
the reason I left there. I have a few 
things more to tell the chief of police, 
but the public must wait until the chief 
speaks. I saw Bartholin kissing, a wo- 
man i nv.he house, but what bearing that 
may have on the case I do not know. I 
am Trilling to tell the police everything 
that may be of value to them, but I 
hope I may soon be out of this disagree- 
able business. I had hoped my name 
would not be drawn into the affair."

Edwards was cross-examined by both

Order Insneil by Postmmter General Per- 


taining to the B*x«s Which Mult 


Be TJaed. 


An order has been received by Post- 


master H. J. Smith and Congressman 
Cooper from Postmaster General H. C. 
Payne relative to approved boxes for tho 
rural free delivery. 


There are many matters pertaining to 


the size and dimensions of the boxes 
which may be used and the same is of 
vital importance to all the patrons of 
the rural free delivery routes. 


The first portion of the order pertains 


at least charming if she is manifestly 
too plain to be called a beauty; and if 
there be the least ground for it she must 
,be called beautiful. 


All men are attractive, whether they 


are rich or not. Every entertainment, 
from the dullest dinner to the dance 
that has five girls to every man, must 
be pronounced a complete success, and 
it is unforgivable in the tenets, of this 
new style ever to be bored or to inti- 
mate that life is not just the gayest, 
-happiest, most delightful thing that ever 
was known. 


This is the viewpoint that prevails to- 


day in society. That it will continue, 
nobody believes. It merely marks a re- 
vulsion against the old manner of criti- 
cising every person and everything, 
which was for a while considered a mark 
of having 
experienced and enjoyed 


everything. 


To be bored then was ft sign of satiety. 


To be constantly critical showed that 
better things had teen enjoyed.
